The United States pastage stamps of 1869 
—who among all the collectors of our adhe- 
sive stamps, whether young or old, has ever 
failed of becoming specially interested in 
this peculiar iasue, and to that extent that 
ever afterwards, any allusion to them, how- 
ever casual, will at once attTact his attention? 
Tthink that all American Philatelists, and 
even those who, once collectors, have be- 
come indifferent to the pursuit, will confess 
to the strang and lasting hold which this 
igsue has taken upon their notice. Na other 
series of our stamps, whether of earlier or 
later emission, has seemed to possess this 
marked individuality 
ing a permanent interest, which is so striking 


this power of inspir- 


a characteristic, of the series of 1869. It 
may be said 160 stand in a peculiar relation— 


ata distinct angle—to all the others, as of a 
set by itself, having but few points of re- 
semblance to the issues that preceded or 
followed it. 


The previous setof “6: had its separate 
historical significance, as it has been some- 
times designated the +hattle-born.” having 
had its origin from the circumstance of the 
civil war, the conditions of which rendered

for a change, whether deeming its predeces- 
sors as wanting In an artistic point of view, 
(and in fact it was among the least attract- 
ive of our issues), or from whatever con- 
siderations, suffice it to say, that on the 19th 
of March, 1569, the new and singular set of 
adhesives made its appearance, attracting 
the interest and curiosity of the public, and 
especially ofthe few who had already be- 
gun to take an active part in the growing 
Pursuits of philately. Many of us can still 
remember the curiosity with which the new 
stamps were preeted, se strange were they 
in shape, size and appearance generally. 
And many and various were the comments 
made on them, some in the way of approval, 
and others in detraction and fault-finding, 
Asa rule,their diminished size was not con- 
sidered an improvement, the clumsy fingered 
public finding the same difficulty in handling 
them evidently, that it did in respect to the 
silver 3 cent pieces, or the gold dollars. 
The majority of Evrapean countries, how- 


ever, have been content with stamps no 
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larger than these, willing perhaps to lick 
over no larger a 
than 


surface of paper ar gam 
necessary, Judging from the size 
generally of our postage stamps, Americans 
do not appear to be gradging in this regard. 
i think, however, that whateyer 


been the conlemporary opinion 


may have, 
concerning 
the 1869 stamps, the idea has since became 
general--from which few will now be found 
lo dissent—that this set was by odds the 
handsomeist and most arlistic of all the phi- 
latelic emissions of the U, S. 

i stated in the commencement of this 
article, that the 1869 issue was in many re 
spects a peculiar one, Its singularity in re- 
gard to size has been alluded to; but in pase- 
ing Timight make mention of the variation 
or inequality in the size of the individual 
stamps of the set, Though seldom alluded 
to, thisis nevertheless 2 rather marked pe- 
culiarity of this family of stamps. The 
higher values, from the is ct. up, are from 
one to three mms. larger in their engraved 
limensions than the lower denominations, 
aud likewise as perforated. [ believe they 
have always been oftatogued however as 
identical in size, 

A striking peculiarity of the set is, that 
here, only, has the unvarying policy of the 
department been diverged from presenting 
Portraits alone as to the design on the 
stamps. Here only de we find a relief fram 
the monotonous reproductions of likenesses 
of public men, that characterize all our 
other adhesives, although the features of 
Washington & Franklin greet us here as 
usual, vet other and different designs are 
given, cotiveying food for study, and mak- 
ing these stamps a vehicle for the imparting 
of information, ‘The primitive mode of 
carrying mails by the post-boy on horse- 
hack, Pictured on the 2 ct, fainp, is con- 
trasted with the later methads of the ratlroad 
train and the steaniboat; and wé are re- 


minded of the lightning exprees and the 


ocean greyhounds of today. The two gems 
of beautitul and minute engraving, repre- 
senting the landing of Columbus and the 
declaration*of independence, on the 15 and 
24 ¢t. values, are unique and unequalled 
specimens in theirline. The © Surrender of 
Burgoine,” which was éngraved ard in- 
tencted far the 3o et. stamp, and unfortu- 
nately, withdrawn at the last moment from 
& too complaisant fear of wounding the 
sensibilities of our British cousins, would 
Probably have been an equally interesting 
specimen of the same order af philately, and 
doubtless an improvement over the remed- 
eled eagle and shield of the 10 ct, denomi- 
nation, which was hastily made to pass 
minister in its place, 

Another feature also of these stamps is 
uaiqne anoeng all our adhesives, and this is 
the duality of colors employed in the nrinz- 
ing of the higher values—the 15, 24. 30 and 
pe ct.stanips. A slight addivien of cost and 
labur was of course involved in the manner 
uf coloving, but richly compensated for in 
the result, in the beauty and variety thus 
obtained This compounding of calars has 


not heen an uncommion practice in other 
countries, the result being the production of 
some of the most brilliant and charming 
philatelic specimens that grace our albums 
But noone will claim for the , s. alamns 
the 


national issues of the world, any mare than 


generally, a place mong beautiful 
the Hke would be claimed for our coinage. 
And ifby good fortune we chance to pro- 
duce a reaily artistic issue, it may be 
counted on to be short lived and qeickiy 
retired —as witness the series of F869. The 
use of two colors produced handsome resulis 
inthe 15 and 24 ct. stamps. tha 30 ct. was 
all that might have been expected under the 
circumstances of its production, and in the 
go ct. the twe colors warked well together 
foribe produetion af the framed portrait. 
The necessity of the deuble impression #9 
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the printing of these bichromatic stamps 
gave fine to the well-known and highly 
prized errors, the “inverted medallions,” the 
rare specimens of which are so eagerly 
sought for, and command such high prices 
from advanced collectors, The vecurrence 
of such errors unintentionally seers almost 
inexplicable in careful work; but as a mat- 
ter of fact, they occurred in the printing of 
nearly or fully every dual colored stamp, 
postal or fiseal, issued by the government, 
and they appear to have a peculiar fascina- 
tion for philatelic collectors, owing of course, 
to their rarity. 

Tn the way of criticism on the design of 
the "69 issue, it might be said that on 
some of them there was an attempt to in- 
traduce too much ornamentation, or tea 
may features in the desien, thus giving a 
trowded and contuse:| appearance to the 
stamp. And perlitps ane reason for the 
want of aptreciatiun shown by the public 
for this whole issue, was the faci that the 
most commonly used value, the 3 ct. stamp, 
was particularly Hable to this objection: it 
lacked the clear, definite presentation of the 
object of design standing out distinetly, and 
thus attracting atiention, The glam ai first 
glance haga confused and indistinct look. 
Vhe same criticism might be made on two 
or three ather members of this famils, uot- 
ably the act stamp. But this ts a very niiner 
drawback, as regards the issue al large, with 
its many beauties. 

But the fact remains, that practically, the 
1859 issne of stamps, with ail its merits, was 
treated as a fatlure. After but little over a 
year’s exi-tance—just fourteen tnonihs, 10 
speak precisely —it was retired, and a new 
set, In most respects similar to the older 
issnes, teak its place. The actual reasons 
tor this poHey of the department has never 
been fully known and perhaps never wilt be, 
not that it is now a matter of any particular 
moment. if does not anpear that a greater 


degree of criticism or fault finding by the 
public was passed on it than has greeted any 
of the other issues, nor one-half as much as 
we have heard expressed on the ‘sickly 
green” 2 cent of the 1888 issue, which has 
since passed into desuetude, Put in the 1869 
set a series of stamps of great and increasing 
interest was bequeathed to the lovers of pril- 
ately, most of the values of which, from its 
short teym of life, are comparatively rare, 
and a oe, rise in the value of the set has 
followed, and will probably continue.
